THE DRAGON FLY. 


Bingularly Adapted to its Life of 
Aerial Piracy. 

No one could fail to be struck with 
the singularly perfect adaptation of the 
dragon fiy’s structure to a life of aerial 
piracy. The four wings are large and 
in proportion to their weight enormous- 
ly strong. Each is supported by a won- 
derfully arranged network of slender 
tibs, which give the necessary rigidity 
to the thin, transparent membrane 
forming its basis. The muscles by 
which the wings are moved are muss 
ive and powerful and are so arranged 
among themselves that the animal ts 
capable of steering its course with ap 
unerring accuracy which any bird 
mightenvy. In this power It ts largely 
alded by a marvelous keenness of 
sight, for in addition to the two great, 
gorgeously colored compound eyes 
which make up so much of the head 
the insect possesses three smaller “sim- 
ple” eyes, making five eyes In all, The 
prey when overtaken Is seized and de- 
voured by means of powerful, sharply 
toothed jaws. 

An animal which lives such an ac- 
tive life naturally requires a very per- 
fect breathing apparatus, and this ts 
amply provided by a system of holes 
on the sides of the body which open 
into an elaborate network of alr tubes 
supplying every part of the system 
The alr in these tubes is constantly 
renewed by the regular compression 
and dilatation of the body by special 
muscles.—Chanibers’ Journal,

THE OPEN TURAET. 


What a Caustic Critic of Our Navy 
Has to Say About It. 

The most Important protection of a 
battleship, outside of the bull itself, ts 
that given to its magazines, Never 
since the use of powder upon fighting 
ships has there been such danger to 
the magazines as exists In every bat- 
Cleship and armored cruiser tn the 
American fleet. It is a first principle, 
recognized even in the days of wooden 
frigates, that powder must not be 
passed directly up to the gun deck 
through a vertical shaft. The open 
turret of the United States battleship 
Is the only violation of this principle tu 
the practice of the world, 

The open turret 1s a conical shaft 
lending straight down Ipto the hull of 
the ship. At the top of this shaft the 
powder {ts londed tuto the heavy guna 
At lis bottom 1s the handling room, 
where the powder Is delivered from 
the magazine, Around this handling 
room and opening directly into it are 
the magazines, 

The guns in the turret are Ared with 
charges of smokeless powder, ‘This 
powder Is a hard, round substance, of 
fA composition which looks not unlike 
cellulold, Its grains—In the charges 
for the heaviest gun—are cylinders 
about the size of a spool of thread. 
|) These grains of powder when uncon 
) fined do not explode if they are set on 
fire, but are consumed Ike fizzing Ore 
crackers, Now, vader present condl- 
tions at least, a vertain number of ac- 
cldents tn loading and Oring guns can 
be counted on, When these occur the 
burning powder grains will fall straight 
down Into the handling room, The 
charges to the handling room will be 
set on fire and the whole turret will 
be filled at once with a polsonous, 
flaming gas that destroys life finme- 
dlately and even melts the softer met- 
ais, Three times already by a miracle 
American ships have been saved from 
the explosion of thelr magazines be- 
cause Of this kind of uccident.—

Children Give Many Curious Answers | A Picture of Their Ferocity In the

| DEATH CAUSED BY MAGIC, 


Strange Practices of the Black Art 
Revealed In India. 


An Indian correspondent writes to 
& Madras paper: It is not strange if, 
in a country like India, which is full 
of the mysterious, the practice exists 
of causing death to persons by magic. 
| “Black Art’ seems to have been very 
| common in this country for a long 
time. It is known among the people 
as “Sconyam,” ‘“Todubothu,” or 
“Chillangi,” and the art consists in 

illing men or animals, or ode 
great trouble to them, by means o 
6pells and incantations. It is the same 

ind of magic as prevailed in Rome 

in the days of Horace, and in Eu. 
rope in the Middle Ages, and later. 
It is very strange that the magie al- 
ways works, and persons or animals 
may successfully be killed by its 
means. What is stranger—still is the 
fact that the death of the victitns of: 
ten occurs in the same way in which 
it is foretold. It is commonly believed 
that Maiabar is the land where witch- 
craft first began to be practiced in 
India. The art is not confined to 
Malabar, howéver, but may be seen 
practiced in other parts of the coun- 
try as well. It is very common if 
the Madras Presidency. The Uriyas 
of Ganjam, the Savaras of Jaypore 
Agency, some Brahmans of Godavery, 
and the Yenadees of Nellore, all prac- 
tice this magic. It is more common 
in villages than in towns, more among 
the savage and semi-civilized races 
than among the educated and refined. 
There are many ways in which the 
magic is worked, although the goal is 
the same in every case—the sickness 
or death of somebody. The correspon- 
dent proceeds to describe the method 
of working out the magic. An earth- 
en or pith representation of the per- 
son whose death is aimed at is made, 
and after some preliminary worship 
of the’ Evil Deity it is destroyed by 
means of water or fire, and the life 
of the intended victim is shortened 
in proportion to the reduction caused 
in the figure by fire or water, and 
no sooner does the figure vanish 
completely than the person aimed at 
dies. 

To court the Devil and win his fav- 
or, he continues, is very easy, and it 
is said that to learn the “Black Art” 
little time and energy are required 
The magic is so easy that it is learn: 
ed in a couple of hours. T had, not 
many months ago, a talk on the sub- 
ject with an inhabitant of my native 
village, who seemed to know the art 
and practiord it toe for some tine. He 
(my informant) knew a certain man

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SURGEONS’ CHARGES. 


Method by Which, It Is Said, the Fees 
Are Regulated. 
Frequently laymen who have had oc- 
casion to settle the bills of surgeons 
upon whom they have called in ex- 
tremities to use the knife are heard 
to complain against what they call 
“the exorbitant charges of surgeons.” 
A skilled surgeon may charge $250 
for a simple appendicitis operation 
The patient, who never thinks of com: 
plaining until he is convalescent, ob 
jects oftentimes to paying the bill.

work.” 

The question of surgeons’ fees often 
puzzies a patient. He knows of one 
man upon whom a surgeon of wide 
reputation has operated and charged 
only $75. He way know of another 
who has paid $1,000 for the same op- 
eration. He cannot ficure it out. 

Yet surgeons of known abillty and 
national, perhaps international, fame 
have a general plan in charging for 
operations, Their prices range from 
nothing to $5,000. They will operate 
without any question of willinguess or 
ability to pay In any case where the 
situation is imperative. Afterward 
they will present the bill. The generai 
public does not understand how a sur- 
geon will charge one man $50, another 
$250 ond another $5,000. 

Surgeons have a fixed price scheme. 
They aim to charge the patient about 
one month's income, ‘They figure that 
any person who is in such bad condi 
tlon as to be forced to submit to a 
surgical operation surely can afford to 
give one month's income, They ascer- 
taln roughly what a man makes per 
month and send in a_ bill for that 
amount. The man whose income is 
but $50 a month pays 850. The man 
who gets $5,000 Is asked to pay $5,000 
—and generally objects, even though 
he should know that his life Is worth 
as much proportionately as that of bis 
poorer fellow.
